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RIVER APPROPRIATION. 

One Congressman Secures a Large 
Sum for Green river, but Half a 
Dozen Could Not get a Dol- 
lar for the Kentuoky. 

The wires from Washington City 
this week state that Representative 
Ellis, by his watchful regard for the 
Interest of his constituency, succeed- 
ed, during the closing hours of Con- 
gress, on March 3d, in having an appro- 
priation of $65,000 for the rebuilding 
of Rumsey Lock, in Green river, in- 
serted by the Senate in the Deficien- 
cy bill. He remained up ail that 
night and had the good fortune to 
see President Harrison sign the bill 
on the morning of the 4tb. Now the 
average citizen in this part of the 
State and along the Kentucky river, 
on reading about the success of Con- 
gressman Ellis and thinking abont 
the vast resources in iron, coal, tim- 
ber, clays and building stones, to be 
carried to the markets of the whole 
Ohio and Mississippi valley by the 
completion of the navigation of the 
Kentucky river, is moved to remark 
that one such an earnest and indus- 
trious worker In Congress in the in. 
terest of the people is worth a whole 
colony of Representatives who spend 
their time in Washington City in 
making or pretending to make 
speeches prepared with an eye singly 
to the popular applause. Less talk 
and more work in Congress by the 
Kentucky delegation would have 
secured such appropriations in the 
past ten years for this river as would 
have completed the improvements 
to navigation more than two years 
ago. There is no excuse whatever 
for Kentucky, the second largest rev- 
enue paying State in the Union, fail- 
ing to obtain ample appropiations for 
uninterrupted and speedy work on 
all of her rivers under the control of 
the General Government, and if any- 
thing were necessary to prove this, 
the recent achievement of Repesen- 
tative Ellis for Green river, a river in 
which not one-twentieth of the re- 
turns for the money appropriated as 
compared with the Kentucky river, 
would be sufllcient to fix the blame 
where it justly belongs.

THE COUNTY*" SUPERVISORS

AN HEIRLOOM. 

The Pen- written Arithmetic Which 
Daniel Boone Brought 
to Kentucky. 

"Supt. John W. Graham, of the 
Adams Express Company, has in his 
family heirlooms a book which 
probably has no duplicate" says the 
Courier-Journal. "It is an arith- 
metic, 126 pages in length, and con- 
tents were written by hand. It was 
brought this to State on one of Daniel 
Boone's trips, but has always, so far 
as is known, been in the Graham 
family. The Grahams, by the way, 
are as old a family as can be fonnd in 



by several generations. Daniel 
Boone came to Kentucky in the 
early 1760's. He went back East and 
returned with his brother, 'Squire 
Boone, and Simon Kenton. Then he 
made another trip, and the Grahams 
came to Kentucky with him in 1768, 
thus being one of the very earliest 
families. Many years before leaving, 
Virginia, probably about the middle 
of the Eighteenth century, Mr. Gra- 
ham thinks, the arithmetic was writ- 
ten by some member of the family. 
It is on very plain paper and has a 
common paper back, home-made. 
One branch of the family went to 
Harrod's Fort, now Harrodsburg. 
Another went to Frank's Fort, now 
Frankfort, and with them the arith- 
metic went. It is held as a priceless 
heirloom by the family. The Gra- 
hams are scattered in every quarter 
of the State, and they are very num- 
erous, but they all come from those 
immigrants who entered the wilder- 
ness with Daniel Boone." 

Mr. Graham, who formerly lived in 
this city, is a son of the late C. Gran. 
Graham, who was for many years 
proprietor of the livery stable on 
Ann street, and is a brother of Mr. 
C. Gran. Graham, clerk in the Adams 
Express office in this city.

REMARKS UPON THE OUTLOOK. 

The State Treasury, despite the 
heavy drain upon it, is in a healthy 
condition. Although all the sheriffs' 
revenue for this fical year has been 
turned into the treasury for more 
than a month, and the receipts now 
are mainly from licenses and a part 
of the corporations, the total receipts 
for the last month are yet largely 
in excess of the total expenditures. 
The following is the statement of the 
condition as shown by the books of 
the Auditor and Treasurer at the end 
of last month, vix:

All the school money now has been 
paid out to the counties, and no great 
sums for any special purpose, aside 
from the usual expenses of the gov- 
ernment and the pay of the General 
Assembly will be necessary to 
be provided 'fbr before the end of 
June, shortly after which time 
the taxes from banks and the 
sheriffs' revenue of 1893 will be- 
gin to be paid into the treasury. 
What the revenue of the next fiscal 
year may be appears now somewhat 
problematical, but there is every rea- 
son to believe there will be ample, 
even at the diminished tax rate of 
42/ 2 cents for 1893, instead of 47'A 
cents, the levy for 1892, to meet all 
ordinary demands upon the treasury. 
The unofficial statements in the 
newspapers seem to show that the 
assessment for 1893 in many of the 
counties will be decreased. While 
this, by reason of the exemptions al- 
lowed by the Constitution, was not 
unexpected, it is thought in the Au- 
ditor's office that from present indi- 
cations the receipts from numerous 
other sources will more than offset 
any such deficiency in this part of the 
State's revenue. These sources for 
the present fiscal year are likely now 
to run in advance of the expenditures 
and overcome a deficit which had 
been looked for on July 1st, and if 
such expectations should be realized 
under the present extraordinary 
drafts of a prolonged session of the 
Legislature, including the World's 
Fair and other appropriations, there 
is abundant reason to claim that for 
the next year, when the session of 
the Legislature will be no more than 
sixty days, the new revenue law, even 
with the decrease of the exemptions 
fixed in the Constitution, and the de- 
crease mentioned in the tax rate, can 
not fail to provide all the revenue re- 
quired for the maintenance of the 
State Government.

THE COURTS TO SETTLE IT. drick and the silent but implied con- 

- I currence of the Governor and ~ 

By Resolution of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners the 
Mason & Foard Com- 
pany Will be 
Sued. 

It has been more than a year since 
Gov. Brown, by innuendo and threat, 
made it known in the newspapers 
that he had a sensation about the 
amount alleged to be due from the 
Mason & Foard Company that would 
startle the people and give them 
cause to wonder if there ever had 
been any honest State officials until 
he came into office. At that time, 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, 
willing to co-operate with the Govern- 
or in any proper effort to secure to 
the State her just dues, would readily 
have voted with him if he believed 
it necessary to bring suit against the 
Mason & Foard Company. 

The company, it is said, equally as 
ready to have the matter fairly ad- 
justed, would not have raised a 
breath of opposition.. The nitro- 
glycerine document however was 
kept tightly corked, but the Governor 
occasionally shook it in the faces of 
the people and the company as a 
menace of what he could do if he 
would. At last, afte,r the bitter dis- 
appointment in not riding into the 
United States Senate on the expected 
wave of popular applause, he hurls 
his carefully prepared explosive arti- 
cle into the midBt of the Legislature 
without even notifying any one of 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, 
excepting his appointee Secretary, 
that he proposed to fling the deadly 
missile. Well, the rest is modern 
history. The report ended in the 
fizzle of a fire cracker but a piece 
struck a huge bear away down in 
Hart county and all are familiar with 
the story of a man who went hunt- 
ing for a bear and found him and 
then set up a cry for somebody to 
come and help him let go of the 
animal's crushing grasp. 

But after all, now come the con- 
cluding chapters on the settlement 
of the Mason ft Foard Indebtedness 
where the opening chapters should 
have been. On Tuesday, Treasurer 
Hale introduced, at a meeting of the 
Sinking Fond Commissioners, the 
following resolution, which reoeived 
the expressed support of Auditor 



tary Headley, viz: 

Resolved, That the Attorney Gener- 
al be and he is hereby directed to 
bring such suit or suits as are neces- 
sary for the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky against the Mason & Foard 
Co. and \j. R. Mason & Co., present 
and former lessees of the Kentucky 
Penitentiary at Frankfort and the 
Branch Penitentiary at Eddyville, 
Ky., together with convict labor con- 
fined therein, for all sums due the 
State on contracts and accounts com- 
ing within and under the jurisdiction 
of the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
as ex-offlcio directors of said prison. 

This puts an end to the real con- 
troversy on the subject and merely 
leaves open to further discussion and 
attack the personal issues raised by 
the two Governors. Whether Gov. 
Brown will reply to Gov. Buckner 
remains to be seen, but it is stated by 
the former's friends that his answer 
is almost ready and may be expected 
at any time. 

The papers in the suit against 
Mason & Foard Company are in 
course of preparation and will be 
filed within a few days in Circuit 
Clerk Ford's office in time to have 
the case docketed and ready for trial 
at the April term of this Circuit 
Court. It is yet unknown whether 
the Attorney General intends to sue 
for the large sum claimed by the 
Governor to be due or the less 
amount as shown upon the records of 
the Auditor's Office and the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners. It is probable, 
however, he will fix upon the largest 
sum which he believes the State has 
any grounds whatever for claiming, 
but certainly not upon the rental of 
the Eddyville prison eighteen months 
before it was completed and the con- 
tract with the company made effect- 
ive, and which Gov. Brown, among 
other errors in his statement, has in- 
cluded in the amount of the com- 
pany's indebtedness. 

The lease of the Mason & Foard 
Company expires next month, and 
though advertisements have been in- 
serted in numerous leading papers in 
every part of the oountry, no bids 
have been reoeived, and when the 
present lessees of the penitentiary, 
who under any other Governor would 
have oontinued to lease the prison, 
walk out of that institution and leave 
a dead load of nine thousand dollars 
a month on the tax-payers and more 



ness, it is probable the people will 
realize how much it costs them to 
enable Gov. Brown to gratify his 
malice against the company for tak- 
ing Lyon county away from him in 
the last Democratic Convention that 
State officers.
